Finally , at Tuesday ev ening 's sessio n o f the 19 70 
Co uncil, that bo dy appro v ed the adv ertising o f bids fo r 
a new city hall structure and parking g ro unds at a rtiax i- 
mum co st o f $9 00,000. 
Co nstructio n co sts in the past three y ears, in which 
the much-needed pro ject was put o ff. hav e risen but 
that do esn’t mean that an adequate and functio nal build­ 
ing desig ned fo r future ex pansio n canno t be built within 
this ex penditure limitatio n. A structure fo r the efficient 
and eco no mical o peratio n o f the v ario us o ffices o f city 
g o v ernment do es no t and sho uld no t be o rnate. A prac­ 
tical. attractiv e, substantial building with mo dern co n­ 
v eniences fo r the public and emplo y es is all that is re­ 
quired. We can fo rg et abo ut the aesthetics. Tax pay ers 
fo r to o lo ng hav e been pay ing fo r embellished public 
edifices which hav e burdened them with tax es up to the 
breaking po int. 
The 19 70 King sto n Co mmo n Co uncil sho uld co ntinue 
its respo nsible and pro g ressiv e actio n as city lawmakers 
until the jo b is co mpleted. 
Pro g ress in urban renewal 
and public ho using remain the respo nsibility o f the Co un­ 
cil majo rity which rules in City Hall. 
We hav e said fro m the start that City Hall in the Do wn­ 
to wn sectio n is essential to the successful urban renewal 
pro ject there.
